The book¬ 
let is entitled “THE ENERGY GAP—What it's all about. Why it : 
may get wider. How to keep the nation from falling into it.” Com- I 
pressed into a few small pages are essential facts about energy with 1 
which every American should be familiar. For example, “During 
each day of the year, the United States consumes nearly 15 million 
barrels—600 million gallons—of oil; on the average, three gallons j 
every day for every man, woman, and child. Remember, this is oil< 
alone. To that must be added the vast daily consumption of electri-1 
city ami other energy from natural gas and coal, plus lesser amounts : 
from hydroelectric and nuclear sources.” 

The plain truth is that many of the problems that have led to 
the specter of an energy shortage are traceable to public misinfor¬ 
mation and unwise regulation and taxation of our most basic sources 
of energy—oil and gas—which, together with coal, provide more than 
95 percent of our energy. As the booklet makes clear, there is no 
time to be lost in sweeping away the prejudices and ill-founded 
policies besetting the energy industries—notably petroleum, which 
alone must invest at least $150 billion during the J.970’s to help 
assure a full, continuing energy supply.

Carefully, IRS Warns 

BOSTON—Need help with your 
income tax return ? If you do and 
you seek professional help, be 
sure to select only qualified arid 
reputable advisors, the Internal 
Revenue Service advised taxpay¬ 
ers today. 

A taxpayer can have someone 
else prepare a return, but the 
taxpayer is responsible for the 
accuracy of the information en¬ 
tered and the full payment of any 
additional tax, penalties, and in¬ 
terest charged, IRS District Di¬ 
rector William E. Williams, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, said today. 

While most tax practitioners 
are competent and honest. Mr. i 
Williams alerted taxpayers to 
these potential danger signals: | 

Never sign a blank return; 

Do not sign a tax return pre¬ 
pared in pencil (it can be chang¬ 
ed later); 

Avoid the advisor who “guaran- 1 
tees” refunds, wants a percentage 
of the refund, or supposedly, 
knows all the angles; and 

Be on your guard if it is sug- | 
gested that your refund- check be | 
mailed to the advisor. 

Mr. Williams said a profession- j 
al advisor should sign the tax 
return he prepares on the line 
provided and you, the taxpayers, ! 
should record his name and ad¬ 
dress for future reference.

groups in America, the nation’s 
20 million hunters and shooters, 
is becoming one of the most pres¬ 
sured and least understood of all 
minority groups since it is being 
judged not by fact but by emo¬ 
tion. 

In a feature article in the April 
issue of Field & Stream mag¬ 
azine, Mr. Page, president of the 
National Shooting Sports Foun¬ 
dation, states that, although the 
hunting minority has done more 
to help wildlife than any other 
group, it has been labeled as a 
major enemy of wildlife groups 
totally oblivious to the hunter’s 
contributions. 

Tlie hunting minority is thor¬ 
oughly sick of being called Bam- 
bi’s murderer when the plain 
truth is that, without the hunter 
and the millions of dollars he 
contributes to conservation year¬ 
ly, there would be no Bambi. Each 
year hunters pay over $100 mil¬ 
lion for conservation in hunting 
license fees. They ante up an¬ 
other 30 million in taxes on their 
sporting arms and ammo, and 
contribute some $3 million to 
private organizations like Ducks 
Unlimited. It has been the hunt¬ 
ing minority, not the television 
networks (who are showing un¬ 
true and fake footage of animals 
being killed wantonly), who or¬ 
ganized and fought for our wild¬ 
life resources. More than 75 
years ago,,when no one else had 
heard of conservation, hunters 
were digging into their pockets 
to pay for conservation projects. 
The facts are available for the 
asking from every state fish and 
game department.
